Group II, claim(s) 20 and 32, 30,33-34 are drawn to claims which recites a composition 
comprising a protein, and kits which comprise protein components, reagents and blocking 
reagents . 

Group III, claim(s) 21 and 32(in so far as the claim recites compositions of anti- 
antibodies), drawn to antibodies which will interact with monoclonal antibodies and therefore are 
anti-antibodies of a different type and binding specificity and not to Taylorella. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1,11, and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical feature of 
Group I which is specific binding of a monoclonal antibody to T.equigenitalis differs in structure, 
function from the protein of Group II and the anti-antibodies of Group III.
